Open house will 
be observed and plant officials 
will welcome the visiting public 
and explain the frozen locker 
services. 

Many of the locker service pa- 
trons have had their individual 
lockers engaged for months and 
have been waiting anxiously for 
the plant .to be completed and 
the equipment installations made. 
Although difficulty has been ex- 
perienced by the management in 
obtaining certain equipment, it 
was deemed best to wait until 
the proper machinery could be 
obtained and everything put in 
working order, rather than re- 
sort to any makeshift of tempo- 
rary installations. 
It has been pointed out that 
'.those who desire food lockers at 
I the plant, but have not engaged 
"them, should make applications 
for them at once, as there re- 
main only a limited number 
available.

World News Briefs 

Poland, through its Washing- 
ton ambassador, is opposing any 
that will permit Germany 
to become "the industrial 
giant of Europe," declaring that 
what happened after 
World War I with the help of 
American credits. "No stable 
peace can be expected," it was 
asserted, "if German industry is 
revived." Poland refused to take 
part in the Paris talks on the 
Marshall plan. 

Premier Paul Ramedier, French 
Socialist leader, still advocating 
separation of the Rhineland from 
Germany and the. internationaliz- 
of the Ruhr, declared this 
week that France would do all in 
her power in "keeping America 
and Russia from opposing one an- 
other," adding, "It is necessary 
conquer the distrust of Russia 
order that she agrees to be re- 
integrated in Europe." Then, "in- 
direct wars are already in prog- 
different points in our 
continent and if we allow these 
rivalries to fester, it is us, the 
old Europe, who will disappear." 

Senator Elbert Thomas (Dem., 
Utah), has advised Americans not 
be "discouraged" about Russia, 
saying, "We are making a proper 
approach," in dealing with that 
country. "You can't force Russia 
any more than Russia can force 

i," the Senator said. If it is to 
be force and propoganda, he 
added, "we both lose." 

Admiral Louis E. Denfleld has 
been named to administer the 
U. N. trusteeship of the Marianas, 
Marshalls and Caroline islands in 
the Central Pacific, captured from 
Japan. Denfleld, chief of the 
Pacific fleet, will be U. S. High 
Commissioner, appointed by Pres- 
ident after the latter signed the 
legislation putting the agreement 
into effect. 

The Senate has confirmed the 
appointment of Kenneth C. Roy- 
all as Secretary of War to suc- 
ceed Secretary Robert P. Patter- 
son, resigned. Royall, who was 
undersecretary, was named re- 
cently by President Truman for 
the place.

Fiscal Year Report 
Shows Welfare Help 

In a report of the Kentucky 
Department of Welfare for the 
fiscal year ending in June, money 
shortage and the shortage of help 
are given as a reason for certain 
"shortcomings." The year opened 
with 4,248 pending applications, 
20,804 were added, (12,097 the 
previous year) 14,396 were for 
Old Age Assistance, 426 for aid 
to the needy blind, 5,946 for aid 
to dependent children. During 
the year 4,108 applications were 
denied or with drawn, 14,526 ap- 
proved for assistance payments. 
This left 6,418 applications pend- 
ing. The average Old Age As- 
sistance grant increased 88 per- 
cent, aid to dependent children 
64 percent. Other states are _" 
ing more aid and money than 
Kentucky the report said. Grants 
were lower also than the na- 
tional average. More field work- 
ers needed are to be added, it 
said. 

Of the 3,202 in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, the average grant was $22.58 
for old age, 612 dependent chil- 
dren receiving an average oi 
$37.28, the 163 needy blind 
$25.33.

GEN. IKE'S FUTURE 

The nation feels so warm and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower that his 
appointment as president of Co- 
lumbia University will be gen- 
erally applauded. He is one of 
those rare men who seem fitted 
for almost any post of important 
public service. The presidency 
of Columbia qualifies as such. 
The man who holds this position 
is not only the administrative 
head of a large university, but 
a public figure who commands 
a hearing for his views on many 
subjects other than education. 

Gen. Eisenhower's spokesmen 
say he accepted the appointment 
in a desire to round out his mili- 
tary career with a period of 
"nonpolitical" public service. 
That may well be his sincere 
motive. But one can't help no- 
ticing a fact of quite lively in- 
terest. By taking up residence in 
New York, and by donning the 
civilian garb of a leading figure 
in public life, Gen. Eisenhower 
will "make himself available to 
political lightning of several 
kinds. Who knows? President 
Truman may want a New York 
running mate of great public ap- 
peal. Or the Republicans may 
want a New York presidential 
candidate (of great public ap- 
peal) who has not previously 
carried his pitcher to the well. 
Gen. Eisenhower may be nonpo- 
litical at the moment, but as 
president of Columbia in 1948 he 
would find it difficult to remain 
(Chicago Sun). 

EUROPE DOES NOT 
LIKE OUR POLICY 

Writing from Rome on May 3 
Karl Von Wiegand tells us that 
the Countries of Western Europe 
11 believe that the United 
States is letting them down by 
waiting on Russia, at some future 
time, to cooperate better with us 
and with England. They believe 
that Stalin is only stalling for 
, and that when he told Sec- 
retary of State Marshall and 
Harold Stassen that better coop- 
eration will be manifested at the 
Conference of the Big Four 
Ministers, six months from now, 
his word is not to be trusted. 

They believe that the United 
States could have, by being firm, 
prevented Russian domination 
over all the neighboring nations 
immediately to the west, and 
actually procured their indepen- 
dence. If this had been done we 
would not now have the costly 
Greek and Turkish problems nor 
the threat to Italy which Yugo- 
slavia offers.— Chicago Herald- 
Examiner.

struction of life and property. A 
reckless driver may not delib- 
erately kill, but the victim of 
his recklessness is just as mained 
or as dead as if his destruction 
had been premeditated. I see 
difference in recklss driving of 
a n automobile and reckless 
shooting of a gun where people 
may be hit. For wounding 
killing by reckless shooting, 
courts send men to the penit 
tiary. Therefore, I strongly urge 
you to consider grand jui 
dictments for manslaughb 
reckless driving cases wher 
cumstances dictate the propriety 
of such action. Strong m 
are necessary to stop this killing 
on our highways. 

"Many factors are contributing 
to danger on our highways. New 
cars are rapidly being produced. 
Drivers seem to be trying to see 
how fast they will run. Old 
cars are growing older and less 
reliable, yet are being driven 
fast. Parents are permitting 
their youngsters much freedom 
in use of cars and these young- 
sters do not usually have mature 
judgment to recognize the dang- 
ers to which they subject them- 
slves and others. Drivers often 
fail to stop before pulling 
on to boulevard roads. Some 
drivers refuse to dim high di 
ing lights when following ( 
are meeting cars, thus blind 
drivers of other cars. Many trucks 
do not have rear view mir 
and other safety equipment 
quired by law. These seem to be 
the major causes of automobile 
accidents here today. 

"A great number of these ac 
cidents occur on Preston High- 
way, Bardstown Road and La- 
Grange Road. These are State 
Highways, are extremely narrow 
and dangerous, considering the 
great traffic load they carry 
day, and that load is constantly 
increasing. It is my opinion 
that the State, which takes mil- 
lions of dollars each year out of 
this community in gasoline tax- 
es, cannot longer neglect the 
widening of these highways. I, 
therefore, strongly urge immed- 
iate action by the State as a 
traffic safety measure. 

'Many other matters concern- 
ing traffic safety could be called 
to your attention, but enough has 
here been cited to indicate the 
seriousness of the situation. While 
fatalities have been decreased 
by excellent police work, 
those are dead who are 
dead. Surely it will not be nec- 
essary that others be killed be- 
fore we intensify our drive to 
stop this killing on our high- 
ways. The public can help."

About Potash Problem 

The potash problem of Ken- 
tucky farms is discussed by Prof. 
George Roberts, noted soils au- 
thority, in a new circular of the 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture and Home Econo- 
mics. The problem has been 
brought about largely because 
crop residues and manure have 
,-not been returned to the land 
In sufficient amounts. 

Here is what Prof. Roberts says 
farmers can do about it: 

Use potash fertilizers on soils

naturally deficient in potash. If 
in doubt, mkae small plot tests on 
the fields, and have chemical soil 
tests made. 

Grow enough legumes in crop 
rotations to fix large amounts of 
nitrogen Conserve and return 
to the soil as much as possibl* 
of the crop residues and manure 
Drag pastures at least twice i 
year to scatter manure dropped 
on them. Make field tests- and 
chemical tests for need of ad- 
ditional potash. 

For alfalfa in rotation on soils 
that do not supply enough potash 
for it, apply fertilizer potash for 
the alfalfa. Don't use manure 
on the alfalfa, for it retards i 
rogen fixation. Use manure 
the non-legume crops in the 
tation, and as far ahead of the 
legumes as is practical. 

For high-priced crops like to- 
bacco, if enough manure is not 
available, fertilize liberally with 
fertilizer potash along with other 
needed fertilizers, and carefully 
save and protect tobacco stalks 
for fertilizer. They are best ap- 
plied about the time spring 
growth of cropB begins.

use. One gallon of spray or pound 
of dust covers approximately 50 
plants. Spraying is vastly to be 
preferred because of so much 
better covering, and because 
spray sticks so much better in 
wet weather. 

To be fully effective, copper 
applications should start when 
first cluster of blooms opens, 
and they should be repeated at 
intervals of 15 days until at least 
3 have been made; but four or^ 
n five are better. Particular 
jntion should be paid the low- 
paits of the plants, as there 
the blight germs, always present 
'bounced" onto 
the plants by rain. 

It is of course possible that the 
late blight may not strike again, 
the spraying or dusting will 
have been wasted, as such 
copper application will have pro- 
tected the plants against the 
Early Blight that every year 
knocks off tomato leaves, always 
cause loss from fruit sun- 
burning. Also, because the plants 
ill have been kept vigorous, 
blooming and fruit-setting will 
slacken, but full-sized fruit 
of h'v'h quality and fine flavor 
will continue being produced un- 
til frost ends the tomato-grow-
